The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the basis for the 
rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-4, 10, 11, 24, and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Yoshimura et al. 
(USP-6,1 00,724). 

Yoshimura et al. discloses a measuring circuit which measures a parameter of a time-base error of a pulse 
train. See figure 1. The measuring circuit comprises: a phase-locked loop 206 including a phase comparator 207 
and a variable frequency oscillator 209, wherein the phase comparator 207 compares phases of an inputted pulse 
train and a clock signal based on an oscillation output of the variable frequency oscillator 209 to output a phase error 
signal, and wherein an oscillation frequency of the variable frequency oscillator 209 is variably controlled in 
correspondence with the phase error signal so as to allow the clock signal to be synchronized with the pulse train; an 
absolute value circuit 21 1 which determines absolute values of phase errors consecutively outputted from the phase 
comparator 207; and an average value circuit (part of jitter measuring section 210, see col. 2, lines 4-10) which 
determines an average value of the absolute values of the phase errors which are consecutively determined, or which 
determines a value corresponding to the average value, wherein the value determined by the average value circuit is 
outputted as a measured value of a parameter of a time-base error of the pulse train. 

Claims 5-9, 16-23 and 26 are allowed. 

Claims 12-15 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if 
rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
